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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. There is no mention of phosphates in claim 16, the claim the rejected claims 
depend from. Second rejection. Applicant failed to respond to this rejection after first 
action. Phosphites and phosphonites are not phosphates. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 16-22 and 26-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over El-Hibri et al. 5,164,466 or El-Hibri et al. 6,329,493, in view of ICI Ltd. 
GB 1,398,133 or Militskova et al. SU 952,923. 

6. The rejection is maintained in view of the "Response to Arguments" set forth 
below. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 5/14/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The so called synergistic effect is not evident from Table 1 of the instant 
specification. Unless applicant can prove that 0.10 PEPQ is identical to 0.15 Irgafos 
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168, the data is meaningless. It is a classic case of equating one apple with two pears. 
Furthermore, the testing is not commensurate in scope with the claims. The evidence 
does not establish unexpected results for the entire claimed concentration ranges of the 
claimed ingredients. See In re Harris, 74 USPQ2d 1951, 1955 Fed. Cir. 2005; In re 
Costello, 178 USPQ 290, 292 (CCPA 1973). All properties are inherent in the 
composition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 23 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 24 and 25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
